MANY LIVES REPORTED LOST. 


A Reuter Paris telegram, dated Monday, 
sans The liner Afrique, with 465 passengers 
on board, sank at 3 o'clock this morning off the 
plateau of Rochebonne, about 32 miles from the 
Ile de Re, and 50 miles from La Rochelle. 
When the liner struck she was returning to La 
Pallice in consequence of damage received dur. 
ing last nights gale, escorted by the liner 
Ceylon, which she had summoned by a distress 
signal. Water at once began to pour in, and 
the boats were launched. The last 
message which the Ceylon received from the 
Afrique was that the crew and passengers were 
taking to the boats, and after that there was 
silence 


The Afrique was a steamer of 5,416 gross 
tons, ing to the Charteurs Réunis. She 
was — in the West African trade, and 
it is that she was outward bound. 

The Matin reports that the steamer Ceylon 
on: Monday night landed at La Pallice a con- 
siderable number of passengers of the Afrique, 
who will at once be sent to their homes. Some 
2 the saved have also arrived at Port Roche- 
ort. 

Owing to interruption in telegraphic com- 
munication, the full list of survivors of the 
Afrique cannot yet be published. Should the 
number, however, be limited to the 30 saved, 
as reported to the present time, 450 lives will 
have been lost.

_ THE ASHTOWN OUTRAGE. 

The County Dublin Grand Jury having been 
sworn, 

The Recorder said that there were six distinct 
cases to go before them, including four cases of 
larcency, a case of obtaining money under false 
pretences, and a case of assault. The larcenies 
varied in character, but none of them was of 
an exceptional character. There was a case of 
pocket-picking, and a rather ingenious and 
clever type of larceny, in which a man was 
charged with obtaining £15 and a number of 
cheques from a man named O'Mahony, of Lusk, 
who dealt with the Northern Bank, and also 
with the County Council. Apparently there was 
stolen from Mr. ©’Mahony’s premises £15 in 
notes, four cheques, and paying orders to the 
County Council amounting to £22. The money 
was stolen on the 29th November, and on the 
let December, just after banking hours, the 
accused went into the Northern Bank and 
stated that he had just arrived by train, and 
that the irain was late. The bank officials 
were imposed upon, and the eccused got a 
number of the cheques cashed. The other cases 
included a charge of stealing a gold watch and 
of obtaining 118. 6d. by false pretences—what 
was called “ walking money,” or out-of-work 
donation—by a representation by the accused 
thet his daughter was under fifteen years old, 
whereas she was a little over that age. 

Continuing, his Lordship said—“I cannot 
continue the congratulations of years. Your 
county has been the scene of an outrage un- 
paralleled in the history of our ceuntry, which, 
to the great relief of all good and true men, 
failed in its éxecrable purpose. I can only hope 
that in the coming year & return to the crime- 
less charecter of your county may wine out 
the etain and disgrace of the outrage that I 
have referred to.” 

A NEGRO AND A REVOLVER. 

A coloured man named George Payne, de- 
scribed as a mess-man on board an American 
ship which had been in the Port of Dublin 
recently. wes charged with having, on 12th 
December, in a street at the North side of the 
city, assaulted a woman named Frances 
McGrath, and also with having on the same 
oceasion fired a revolver at James Fitestmons 
with intent to kill end murder bim, and on a 
second count with intent to do grievous bodily

William Maguire, of no fixed address, was 
charged with having, on the 27th December 
last, broken two panes of glass in the window 
of the shop No. 120 Parnell street, and done 
damage to the extent of £20 13.

The Recorder said thet he would not allow 
decent and hard-pressed, and heavily taxed 
citizens to be put to the expense of paying 
for the damage done by drunken wastrels. 
That kind of thing would not be put a stop 
to until the Judicature allowed him to get men 
like the prisoner flogged, as had, been done in 
Liverpool. There the late Mr. Justice Day, in 
the course of one day, ordered a number of 
garrotters to be flogged, and thus put an end 
to that class of crime.
